Ycfterday Morning two 
tich Jewilh Merchants embarked privately with 
their Families, and the belt of their Effects, on 
board a Man of Warin the River Tagus, and fail- 
ed for England, to avoid falling into the Hands 
of the Tribunal of -the Inquifition. 

Malaga, Dec,.3.. On the 15th pat arrived here 
the three Maltele Men of War which had been 
employed to convoy Imbarkations to Ceuta: They 
failed again Eaftward the 22d, bound for Alicante, 
from whence they are to bring feveral Ships and 
Veffels with Troops to thefe Parts. On the 16th 
arrived the Regiment of Galicia, two 
- Batallions, which marched hither by Land from A- 
licant. Here is alfo the Regiment of Almanza. 
They wait for Orders from the Marquefs de Lede.
